FACT SHEET 


FOR 

1ST YEAR ACTION PLAN EAST CENTRAL NDP (Site 5) 

AND 

SUMMIT STREET RENEWAL PROJECT (Site 12) 


SITE 5 

The site is generally bounded on the north by Wayne, on 
the east by King, Division, and Comparet, on the south by Jefferson, 
and on the west by Harmar Streets. 

Site 5 represents the proposed 1st year action area for 
the Federally-funded East Central NDP Program. The project area 
itself comprises a total of 2-1/2 blocks spread over six (6) acres 
of land. The total cost is estimated at $500,000, for all project 
execution activities including acquisition, demolition, and relocation. 
The site area contains a total of fifty-one (51) parcels, eight (8) 
of which are vacant, and forty-three (43) of which are improved 
properties. An estimated thirty-two (32) tenants and thirteen (13) 
owner-occupants along with five (5) businesses make up the population 
within the site. The existing land uses are predominately residential 
with some commercial and public uses present. Adjacent to the 
western portion of the proposed site is the Fort Wayne Housing 
Authority's planned housing for the elderly project comprising some 
sixteen (16) units to be constructed shortly on the east half of 
a square block area. In the western portion of that same block, 
the Redevelopment Commission is in the late stages of acquiring some 
fourteen (14) parcels in what is called the Harmar Street Renewal 
Project. The proposed reuse planned is to allow for the ultimate 
expansion of the housing for the elderly units. Surrounding Site 5 
is the Harmar Street School and the A 8 P Supermarket, which is the 
only large grocery store of its kind in that area. Included within 
the site, located in the southern portion is Hayden Park, now being 
used by the school children and residents within that area. 

The site recommended by the East Central Project Area 
Committee (PAC) and approved by the Redevelopment Commission contains 
structural and environmental deficiencies which require clearance 
treatment. The proposed reuse for the entire site is residential and 
public. In light of the planned reuse, the Fort Wayne Housing Authority 
has recently expressed interest in making improvements in the East 
Central Area and has submitted three (3) developmental alternatives 
relative to improving the site. First, the Housing Authority is 
currently authorized to develop 100 individual scattered sites of new 
HUD rental housing throughout the City, and a part of this program 
could be designated as the Housing Authority’s commitment to the 
development of the East Central Neighborhood, specifically Site 5. 
However, any program so developed would require HUD concurrence. The 
second program proposed by the Housing Authority is the development 
through the Housing Authority's home ownership program of new single 
family houses, making use of revenue sharing funds. Finally, the 
third proposal entails the relocation of certain individual houses 
presently owned by the Housing Authority which have been modernized 
and could be relocated at sites made available within the boundaries 
of Site 5. 


In addition, it is hoped that participation by the Housing 
Authority in developing Site 5 will provide the much needed impetus 
and incentive to encourage the private sector to develop in this area. 




SITE 12 


This site is generally bounded by Summit on the north, Ohio 
on the east, Lewis on the south, and Division on the west. 

Site 12 includes a tivo (2) block area located in the 
southeastern corner of the East Central NDP Area. It totals 
approximately 4-1/2 acres with the existing land use predominately 
residential. The proposed site abuts the Lincoln Life Rehab Project 
which is located to the east and includes primarily private sector 
improvement of a structural rehabilitation nature. In conjunction 
with this private sector project, the City Administration has 
earmarked $125,000 of revenue sharing funds for supplemental 
improvement activity in this area. To the south of the project site, 
the HUD Homestead Park provides open space recreational activity for* 
the area. 

With the limitation of Federal funds for rehabilitation, 
the Commission's proposed reuse plan is simply to rehabilitate a 
majority of the thirty-eight (38) structures using Redevelopment 
and City funds while spot clearing some six (6) buildings which 
are economically infeasible to improve. The total estimated cost 
of this project is $300,000. The rehabilitation of these structures 
will be carried out under a grant system of up to a maximum of $3,500 
per structure. 

The goal within Site 12 is a simple one, primarily to 
rehabilitate a majority of the structures, with the result of 
upgrading the neighborhood and maintaining the residential character 
of the area.

Dear Gene: 

The Transportation Committee of the Greater Fort Wayne Chamber of 
Commerce is vitally concerned about the present and future rail 
facility needs of Fort Wayne and surrounding communities that make 
up our metropolitan industrial and commercial complex. As you v/ell 
know, the Secretary of Transportation, in accordance with terras of 
the Regional Rail Reorganization Act of 1973, has submitted a report 
to Congress concerning rail service in the midwest and northeast 
regions of the United States, The report sets forth a series of 
zones, between which and within which rail service is expected to 
be provided, and which includes some recommended reduction in rail 
trackage o 

We strongly oppose any cutback of freight and passenger rail service 
that would hinder economic and business growth in the Fort Wayne 
metropolitan area. We maintain that the railroads serving Fort Wayne 
and area communities v/ill experience profitable operations without 
service cutbacks. Fort Wayne, with its superb transportational of¬ 
ferings and proximity to major consumer markets, has become a key 
distribution center for the Midwest, 

Among the 300 industries and numerous distribution centers that find 
the Fort Wayne area to be a vital transportation hub are many of 
America's most distinguished corporations. The area’s industrial 
and commercial base is broad and healthily diversified. 

Utilization of freight service by our business community has been 
steadily growing over the years. According to figures supplied by 
the Fort Wayne freight offices of Penn Central Transportation Corpor¬ 
ation and the Norfolk & Western Railway Company, there were 59,352 
carloadings in and out of the community during 1973, This compares 
with 56,219 carloadings in 1972, and 51,818 in 1971, 

It goes without saying that adequate rail freight service is not 
only essential to existing business and industry, but to new firms 
considering the Fort Wayne area as a base of operations. Without 
exception, these prospective firms emphasize the importance of being 
assured ample rail freight service before making a decision on locat¬ 
ing here.

With regard to rail passenger service, any proposal to abandon certain 
rail lines would have a marked effect on the National Rail Passenger 
Corporation (Amtrak). For example, if the Penn Central east-west main 
line through Fort Wayne would be terminated, with all freight traffic 
routed over Norfolk & Western tracks, this community would lose its 
single passenger train — the Broadway Limited, which operates between 
New York and Chicago» It is inconceivable that in a time of reduced 
fuel supplies, Fort Wayne — one of the top 100 metropolitan areas 
in the nation, would be left with no rail passenger serviceo The 
Broadway Limited is being utilized in steadily growing numbers each 
year, and the removal of this train would create a serious void for 
local passenger train patrons traveling either to Chicago or New York 
in their transaction of business or personal matters. 

We respectfully request that the Fort Wayne City Council join with the 
Transportation Committee of the Greater Fort Wayne Chamber of Commerce 
in opposing, by resolution, any reduction of freight and passenger 
train service in the Fort Wayne metropolitan area. Furthermore, we 
request that such resolution and any other pertinent comments be orally 
presented at the Public Hearing scheduled by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in Indianapolis on Monday, March 11, 1974, beginning at 
9:30 a,mo in the Indiana Convention Center,
